PACIFIST TALK IN
RINGING DEMANDS

Full Reparation and Future
Security Are Britain’s
Goal

MAY BE HINT TO U. S

LONDON, Oct. 11.—FPremier Asquith re-
oelved a tremendous ovation In tho lit_iull
of Commons this afternoon when he de-
clared in the midst of a speach In Which
he moved new war credits:

“Thin war cannot end in a patched-up,
precarious, diuk ing | ise  mas-
querading under the name of peace.™

“This (BA"t The moment for faint hearts.

and wavering counsels,” added the Prime
Minister when the galleries were agaln
silent,

"“The Alliea are not vindictive, but they
will require from thelr enamies adeguats
reparation for the past and security for
the future.” X

The Premlor's emphatie statement re-
garding peace. lending new emphasis to
Lloyd George’s rocent statement, wis cons
wirued by his hearers as Britain's final an-
awer to the recent peace rumors emansting
from the United States and from Germany.
The Houere of Commons welcomed It with
a great outburst of applause.

The Premier moved a vote of credit for
$1,500,000,000 with which to carry on ths
war. This is the thirteenth vote of credit
since the war began and brings thes total
to $15,660,000,000. The present credir, It
in expected, will Anance the war untll the
end of the present year.

Roviewing military operations the Prime
Minister declured that in the recent opera-
tlons on the SBomme front the British had
advanced their lines seven milem on »
nine-mile front and had held all the con-
quered ground.
